It is most unusual in cham- 
ber ‘music recitals for encore 
numbers to be played, but the 
audience: was so enthusiastic 
and demanding that the players 
closcé the recital with the leat 
movement of Haydn's, Op. .74 
No. 3 (popularly known as 
“The Horseman”). . 


The Piston work was un- 
Imown to me, but even on a first 
honring it was apparent this 
quartet is deserving of more 
attention than it has xvcelved 
in the repertoire of chamber 
mule, 


The <Adoglo movement wus 
very beautiful — the cello takes 
a prominent part here and it 
was Immediately evident tht 
the collist, Claus Adam, was an 
atlist of a very high order. J 
found much of the first and 
third .movements disconant and 
provoking, and would Like tv 
hear it again many tmes. for 
ene dces net begin to under- 
stand these modern works on 
first hearing. 


If this be true of the first 


‘item, jt was even morc true of 


the Bartok. Quite  rumber of 
the audlence, of course, digmiss 
Bartok as a kind of perverted 
humorist who delights in 
inventing music calculated to 
suggest demented cats trying 
to escaps from a cat's lunatic 
asylum. 

But a well-known writer of 
programme notes says of Bar- 
tok’s quartets, “Even the most 
analysis will fulfil Its 
purpose only if that which is 
first grasped by the intellect, 
eventually becoines un imugina- 
tive experience, To reach this 
voint, close study must go hund 
in hand with a reallsution of the 
actual sound; and the inner car 
ought to be assisted by he 


frequent—heorings of this great; 


yet certainly diflcult and 312 
5omoa respects ¢soterle music iu 
live and recorded performance. 
Only then’ will {t-gradually yield 
its fuil meaning, scope, and won- 
derful inner caherence.” 

Of all’ the six’ Bartok 
quartets, No.°3 fs, by far, the 
most dificult from a listencr’s 
point of view, completely with- 
cut the falntest suggestion of 
bosic key, full of expressionist 
and other abstract” thought, 
technical experiment and un- 
eempromlsing aggressive harsh- 
ness of Idiom. Odd sound 
effects, ruch as gli8sandi by all 
four instruments, | unusual 
types of bowing, such as ml 
pontice!t{ and col tegno, abound. 
But it fs a provocative work, 
and many in the audience I am 
sure, would want to ‘hear it 
again, “The promoter of this 
concert is*to bo congratulated 
in having the courage to put on 
two modern works, 

After the Bartok, “Death and 
the Maiden” sounded like the 
most conventional iece of 
simple beauty. This great 
quartet (likened by somconc to 
a “struggle with death,” 4s not 
by any means without its in- 
tellectual appeal.

"It needs more than _ favotr- 
able reviews. You have to have 
a bit of luck too,” says Neill. 
“} had my bit of luck with that 
first book.” 

It quickly sold 10,000 coples 
in Britain, a pretty good figure 
for a first novel, but not 
‘suMelent to change a man's way 
of fe. With royalties at Is 6d 
a copy the first year's sales 
brought in £750 (HK$12,000). 

Robert Nelll’s luck was this: 
quite unwittingly he had written 
a book that, would sell not only 
in Britain, But in America. The 
Americans love the English his- 
torical novel. The American 
bouk clubs pounce eagerly on 
cach new one of merit. They 
pounced on Afist Over Pendie, 

The result was that the in- 
come from Neill's first — and 
most successful — bock wus 
rapidly more than doubled.
